States, Oscar Straus, secretary of the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor, 
offered 


the germ of a plan of co-operation, 4>y which 
all law and all constituted authorities can 
unite for the preservation of private safety 
end public order. 
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exercising this right of asylum, because they - 
would bo unable to obtain the passports from 
their government, or, as we have already found' 
by experience in the immigration department, . 
their political enemies would continue to trump . 
up charges involving mon.l turpitude, which/ 
would throw them back into the oppression, ; 
from which they seek to escape." 


So, the passport system'affords no promise-. 


Yet, as the secretary emphatically avers, every 
added crime and outbreak enhances the neces- 
sity for a strong, clean-cut and, withal, sanely . 
considered movement to stomp out ihe ferment..: 
of violence that is fastening itself upon tha . 
social structure. And the federal government, . 
single handed, can not cope with it. 
i: 


But anarchy, startling as is its every mani- : 


festation, from tho wanton assassination of 
the priest at the sacred altar and the desperata 
attack upon a great city's chief of police in his. 
c.wu home, to the typical, hurled' bomb in.'; 
crowded Union Square, has accomplished far 
less actual ruin and has spread-far less genuine-,, 
terror than a single other imported crime", tho 
secret dastardliness of the Mafia.

Anarchists wko dare the practice of. tuoil'" 
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Already — quietly, effectively, 
almost 


mysteriously — the police officials 
and the 


leading detective organizations of the large 
cities, have combined in an organization for 
the overthrow of the more dangerous 
among our native criminals. 


The most far-seeing among the lavfi 


guardians are agreed that only by the estab- 
lishment of a central, national bureau of 
crime, endowed with resources commensu- 
rate with the newly discovered magnitude 
of the task, can the swift, appalling ava- 
lanche of thuggery, burglary, blackmail and 
anarchy be held in check. 


They would create some mighty octo- 


pus of righteousness, equipped with myriad 
arms, operating in noiseless secrecy with 
mechanical accuracy, able to stretch its ten- 
tacles from border to border and from sea 
to sea, instantly grappling with the sharks 
that prey upon the body social and political, 
and paralyzing their powers for evil at the 
first, unescapable touch. 


Why is so huge an engine of protec- 


tion needful — and how, if ever, is it to be 
attained?

ET us turn again to Secretary Straus, 


well-intentioned head of a cabinet de- 
partment, puzzled man of 'affaira jn the 
face of an emergency which the found- 


ers of the republic never dreamed could aaise. 


He reviewed the endeavors of Congress to 


guard against Wdesirable immigrants. But the 
immigration law extends for n period of only- 
three years subsequent to the arrival of the 
•lien criminal, and for those crimes only, com- 
mitted prior to landing, oi which the alien has 
been convicted or of which he makes confession. 


Anarchists, 8r persons who believe in and 


advocate the overthrow by force or violence of 
this government, or of all government or forms 
of law, 'can be denied admission,. Federal stat- 
utes make the propagation of anarchic doc- 
trines an offense, and define as a' capital crime 
attempts to assassinate officials of certain 
classes. 


But, the secretary was candid*to admit, 


there is no power in the hands of the federal 
government, under the immigration art, to de- 
port any alien for crimes committed after he 
has succeeded in entering the country. 


To many the feasibility of the European 


passport system has made an appeal, as being a ' 
protection presenting ideal features for the 
exclusion of, the dangerous, and even the un-" 
desirable, alien.

have found, in the administration of the. law

Iheories aro few in comparison with Black 
Hand thugs, whose livelihood is their readiness 
for assassination; the bombs of anarchy, thus 
far at least, have played the ludicrous role of 
squibs beside the wrecks of humanity and prop- 
erty that call for vengeance -on. the Mafia's cruel 
and cowardly bands. 


All of them together would make a highly, 


profitable exchange for the aggregate loot, 
rrtpine and murder which can be laid at' the 
door of our own native criminal, vastly more 
numerous as an active offender, vastly more 
daring in his latest guise as the indomitable 
yegg, vastly more wanton in his annual destruc- 
tion of human life and more costly in tha 
amount of property he counts as tho fruit of 
his exertions. 


These classes of criminals do not, as a rule, 


amalgamate; but they do overlap. New York 
has its unhappy distinction of being a notorious 
center for yeggs, Mafia and anarchists; Chicago 
has its anarchists and thugs; a state such as 
Pennsylvania holds all three, while a neighbor 
like New Jersey fans anarchy in the north and 


' the yegg ubiquitous.

King Used to Slaughter His Spouses

The! sending of a pot of native beer

If she 
proved true to his majesty and he did 
not kill her in one of. his fits of anger, 
she was on the whole fairly well-treat- 
ed and she hafl the, chance of the life- 
long death watch'which the widows 
are now enjoying.

which has'been built here-by the na- 


tlves with their own money. It stands 
on the hill of Kamiremhe, about three 
miles from Kampala, and it can be seeni 
for miles around. It Is an enormous, 
structure of Bun dried brick with a roof, 
of velvety thatch which rises in threa 
spires of the same material. Tho 
architecture makes yon think of the 
wonderful temples ot Slam or Burmah, 
save that this, to my eye, Is far more, 
beautiful. 


The structure covers about half an 


acre and it can accommodate 5,0no 
worshipers. Its. walls arc about fifty; 
feet hlgft and are off great thickness. 
They are of a rich red color. From 
their tops sloping upward to a ridge 
with a beautiful curve extends 
tho 


mighty roof, which is so large that it 
took more than 200 tons of grass to 
cover it. 


The interior Is Equally beautiful. 
It 


Is a aymphony of whites and blacks 
and rich dark reds. 
The. floors are 


of sundried bricks and so are the walls. 
The roof Is composed entirely of reeds( 
of elephant grass, laid together in, 
bunches and so tied with black shrubs 
from the swamps as to give It a deco- 
rative effect. 
The roof Is upheld by 


many-red brick columns and the work. 
Of fitting the roof to the walls Is t>e»u- 
tiruliy done. 


The- building is In the shape of a 


cross with a-great nave sixty feet wk'.~ 
and with a chancel for the choir at tha 
front.

This great church is the fourth which 


has been built here. , The first waa 
made many years ago. 
It was con- 


structed by the voluntary labor of the

upon it, and at wages of $1 a day thf 
labor cost would be over J80.00B.

AN OCTOPUS OF JUSTICE 


FOR THE SHARKS OF CRIME 


(Continued from page 1.) 


criminal, who have sprung into conspicu- 
ous notoriety during a twelvemonth. 


Then, too. as occasion ai lies,'separate 


photographs are .Bent to the subscribers of 
criminals as they are captured, with the 
(all Bertillqn measurements attached. 
it 
iri the rough, the co-operation 
which Secretary Straus urges upon State 
and municipal authorities throughout the 
country. But it Is far from being the 
Briarean giant, with the innumerable, Ir- 
resistible arms, which the multiplication 
of emergencies demands 


The men who are of conceded expert- 


ness In the various forms of detective 
work and crime repression, commonly 
classed under tho head of police protec- 
tion, are •unanimous in their belief that no 
organisation such as this, purely private 
aa it necessarily must remain, can be in- 
ve"sted either with the resources or the 
power requisite for coping with the coun- 
try's now multiform crime, i 


The only power that can Insure ade- 


quacy of range and efficiency of method la 
that of the ledoral government, maintain- 
ing, a bureau devoted exclusively to the 
campaign against crime of all descriptions, 
and working In complete co-operation 
with the police and detective bureaus, the 
semi-public detective organizations, and 
the penal Institutions of the various states 
and cities 


It would mean not only the necessity for 


a perceptiblo improvement in the effici- 
ency of these local bodies, together with 
some correspondingly Increased expense, 
but also a considerable additional expendi- 
ture by the national government and, 
above all else, the surmounting of difficul- 
ties unsurpassed in the annals of .crimi- 
nology. 


Given the -resources, the great central 


bureau of crime would amount practically 
to what Its chief of diiector was compe- 
tent to make it. Upon Ills skill, his organ- 
ising abilities, his experience and his dis- 
creton, all the results"would depend. 


A man such as John E. Wllkle, chief of 


the secret service, with years behind him 
of handling some of the more Intricata 
pha«e« of crime, might be equal to the de- 
mands of the/ post; a Major Rlohard Syl- 
vester, superintendent of the police force 
at Washington and president of the Na- 
tlonel Bureau of Identification, is an offi- 
cial already in touch with many of the 
prime amentlala. 


General Blngham, at the head of New 


York's polios department, h£8 wrought 
much order out of much chaos; and a Wil- 
liam A. Plrjltorton has organised and por- 
focted a force which lias encountered 
many such conditions and emergencies 
There would probablj be some room for 
selection nf a suitable chief

would speedilj, and of- necessty, be over- 
passed bj the vast crime bmeau, because 
international co-operation must be sought 
—and, indeed, demanded—If the Mafia, the 
anarchist1? and the ivJioic varied brood of 
forel?rn-ieared cifminals is to be elimi- 
nated here. 


Drawbacks of the paaspoit system, so 


clearly defined by Sectetaiv Straus would 
be minimized in the adminlstiation of a 
highly trained bureau force, acting with 
discretion upon the Information furnished 
by foreign governments, yet tempered and 
qualified by* the reports rewh ed from its 
own responsible agents resident abroad 


The prevention which is invariably so 


much better than cure could be attained 
with the smallest possible percentage of 
chances for denying the right of aa>lum 
to the worthy political lefugee on the one 
hand and, on the othnr, of permitting Eu- 
ropean governments to dump'their most, 
dangerous criminals here by the shipload, 


The professed anarchist of Russia or of 
Spain, the common London blackleg, the 
French adventuress and' the Sicilian bri- 
gand, now tripped up at Ellis Island only 
by the rarest of chances, would be con- 
strained to slip through a series of nets, 
the first close meshes of which would be 
woven with the first murderous consplr-' 
acy, the first blackmailing scheme, the' 
first daring robbery, undertaken in their i 
native lands. 
Yet even with, the wisest precautions— 


with such excess of precaution as would 
attach to the impracticable passport sys- 
tem—there would come some additions to 
the horde of criminals already here. 


And the American product alone would 


suffice to give ample employment for all^ 
the "skill and energy of the bureau, as 
it haa sufficed to give more than ample 
employment for the guardians of public 
safety essaying the duty at present. Its 
major utility would, therefore, be manifest 
in the United States 


As conditions stand now, a group of an- 


archists may be arrested in New York 
and. promptly*upon theh capture, photo- 
graphed 
The evidence against them, in- 


sufficient for conviction, permits of their 
release, while their periods of residence 
prohibit their deportation as undesirable 
immigrants.

istic part of the costume of the bride. 
33ut unfortunately we, who so seldom 
Tear drapery, have not the magic toTjch 
ivtth which the ladles of Spain are able 
to make .their lace mantillas the most 
j-raceful headdresses in the world. 


There are two ways of arranging a 


l-rldal veil: The first is on the straight 
cf the tulle, -ind the vel! hangs straight 
from the top of the head to the train, 
where It must be curved off: or on the 
Was, where the veil is a triangle, one 
corner of which is fastened to the head. 
This last is the more graceful way, as 
the veil is then not so heavy on the 
hair, and it grows wider and wider over 
the train and falls in graceful lines. 


When a tvlle veil Is used, the bride 


usually wears it over her face when go- 
Ing- up the aisle, but after she Is mar- 
ried she cotres down the aisle without 
ft. Tfts veil used to be arranged in ona 
piece, but th s made too heavy a cover- 
ing for the tece, so now a separate piece 
of tult« Is c-it to reach from the head 
to the waist line anil only one-half the 
•vidth of the material. 
This pleca Is 


pinned to the pompadour In such a way 
ihat It looks as though it were one piece 
•»rith the rest of the veil, but it may be 
:-eadlly detained without affecting the 
back veil. Tills is much better than the 
•)]<! way of throwing the veil back from 
•the face, for then it always disarranged 
"he coiffure. It Js the work of the maid 
of honor to unpin this front section, 
•and she carries it over her arm on the 
return down the aisle. 


Lace veils are very magnificent, al- 


though some people do not care for 
them, because they are heavy, but all 
•admit that they are wonderfully beau- 
tiful. 
The lace Is brussels applique, 


usually covered 
with an embroidered 


dot The girl who is not rich and has 
no such heirloom at her disposal must 
be satisfied with the plain tulle, for the 
lace Is hand-made and it costs a fabu- 
lous sum of money. 


Orange blossoms are the recognized 


conventional flowers to hold the bridal 
veil in place, but Iil!e3,of-the-valley and 
white roses are the flowers that the 
bride usually carries in her bouquet. 


Five pictures of bridal veils are given 


—«ach charming in Its way and each 
possible to copy. Perhaps the most ar- 
tistic arrangement Is that where the 
curved corn.-r ot the veil Is'brought up 
ove- toe knot of the hair, -while the en- 
circling wivath of blossoms 
extends 


over the pompadour. 
* 


Another arrangement of a lace veil is 


where tie Jront Js held In place by a 
fal* wreath and all the blossoms are on 
the veil Itself, not on the hair 
™??,s.1mev'^an,9,es ti>e 'ace is brought 
charming old- 


fashioned cap, while the wreath holds 
it a!l In place. The effect Is • slightly 
heavy, but it is certainly artistic and 
attractive. 


The tulle veil is another sort of prob- 


lem ana must be handled quite differ- 
ently. The tuire Is caught into a chcu, 
tuid, if the coiffure is low, tho wreath 
may be fastened so that there Is a clus- ' 
ter of blossoms at the left side; this 
ndds height both to the coiffure and to 
the bride herself. 


Another attractive way to arrange a 
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mot, 
one-quarter dram; oil of cloves,

The veil In the 
back Is so adjusted and pinned that it 
will extend evenly over the shoulders. 
This is perhaps the simplest way to ar- 
range a tulle veil—and it is most be- 
coming. 


In fastening all veils It Is well to bear 


In mind that many hairpins must be 
used—both visible and invisible. Pins 
come not only in black, but in a brassy 
color—less conspicuous when _used with 
the white veil. Before arranging the veil 
at all the coiffure must be very firmly 
pinned, lest the weight of the depend- 
ing drapery pull it down ana the wed- 
ding become a tragedy.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 9.-The crowd that assembled 


here on the day the fleet entered the harbor was the largest ever 
assembled in San Francisco. Never before were there so many 
people in the city. 


The concourse surpassed all expectations and preparations. 


Every hotel, boarding-house and lodging-house and many pri- 
vate dwellings were crowded to their utmost capacity. 


But the best proof of the numbers gathered here is presented 


by the day's receipts of the United Railroads. Something like 
$32,000 was collected in fares* A sum considerably in excess of 
any previous day's receipts in the history of the company. On 
the following day the receipts exceeded $28,000. One of the 
United Railroads officials told me that the average for the month 
up to date is larger than that of any previous period of equal 
length. 


Yet an immense number of automobiles and horse vehicles 


were in service. In fact nearly everything on wheels was pressed 
into service, while great numbers walked to the heights along the 
northern front of the city to see the ships come in. 


It was also a matter of general remark that the street rail- 


way corporation never before handled its passengers so well and. 
so promptly. Notwithstanding the enormous strain on its rolling 
stock there was much less crushing and jamming than San Fran- 
ciscans have been accustomed t6 on similar occasions.

In the aftermath of the recent primary election for dele- 


gates to the State Convention there has been nothing mor^ con- 
spicuous than the effort? of the Lincoln-Roosevelt League to show 
that they won a victory at that preliminary contest. The fact is 
that this movement for reform and jobs went down to a defeat 
so overwhelming that it is in the "snowed under" class. That 
these luncheon reformers will ever recover from their defeat is 
doubtful. But the ridiculous claims of victory are still being 
given small circulation by the official dodger of the "movement," 
the Call. 


The distressful antics of the poor old Call to develop, on 


paper, success out of defeat, are simply the efforts of the dotard 
of journalism to make a showing for the large sums of money 
expended in the campaign. The daily dodger is apparently en- 
deavoring to deceive the man or men who put up the coin, and to 
delay the day of accounting when a trial balance shall be de- 
rat nded. A great deal of money was expended in behalf of the 
lea^u_e and all there is to show for it is a small minority in the" 
Skite Convention—a minority of such comparative insignificance 
thut all it will be able to do will be to continue the amusing exhibi- 
tion of tne league which has been had throughout the State for 
tho past few months.'

Each day even this minority becomes less and less. • It has 


already reached a stage where it assures the regular Republicans 
a majority of approximately 200 delegates in the convention, 
with indications of a still larger number accentuating the victory 
of the stalwarts on the roll call of the convention. 


The league expended money in every direction. Headcjuar- 


ters at which large numbers of men were engaged at various 
tiraes in preparing and mailing "literature," were maintained. 
District workers were employed in large numbers at $5 a day and 
upwards. The printing and postage bills of this combination, 
must have been very large. The league did not carry a single 
Assembly district in the city by its own unaided effort. In nearly 
every district there are contesting Republican factions. These 
wings fight for supremacy or control within their particular po- 
litical subdivision. In some instances thf raform league pur- 
chased one faction outright for hard cash. By«,dding the forces 
o? the di&grun'tled faction to those of the league the latter were 
enabled to el-aim to have carried same of the districts by small 
margins. The delegates thus elected are by preference regular 
Republicans, but their faction not being able to control the dis- 
trict they sought to gain that supremacy by an affiliation with the 
reform leaguers. The latter have simply become an attachment 
of the minority wing of the local Republican machine, and their 
principal function in the preliminary campaign just ended, was 
to pay the bills, and they are still meeting charges incurred by 
tho minority push they bought to aid them in purifying the poli- 
tics of the city and State. 


What this peculiar combination of purists and push can 


accomplish at the Sacramento convention is not at this tune 
apparent except it be represented by nil. 


The regular Republicans of California propose to hold a 


regular Republican convention. The stalwarts of the party will 
have small patience with the false pretense of the hybrids. The 
laiter have already threatened that if they are not given their 
way at Sacramento they will bolt the National ticket. This 
threat has so incensed the stalwarts that the convention will 
probably adopt resolutions that will place the reactionaries on 
record. It is likely that the convention will provide a test, early 
in its proceedings, that will smoke out the reformers who start 
out with a threat to bolt the National ticket unless it be to their 
factional liking. 


The regular Republicans "will organize the State Convention 


by electing the chairman of that body, who will appoint the usual 
committees. The regulars will also name the next State Central 
Committee which -will conduct the affairs of the regular Republi- 
can organization of California for the ensuing two years. If the 
leagilers attempt to carry into effect their threat to bolt the 
National ticket and wreck the party in California they will be 
given short shrift by the stalwarts. The Republicans of Califor- 
nia are not in a mood 1o view with equanimity even a threat at 
party betrayal in this, a Presidential year. A little more of this 
talk of bolting the National ticket and. there will be some hybrid's 
read out of the party instead of bolting. 


The league ever since its inception in San Francisco has been 


a movement of false pretense. As an organization for political 


'< reform it has been a blatant humbug. Alternately bellowing for 
reform and bleating for purity it has affliated by purchase with 
the off-scourings of the older or regular organizations of both 
the Republican and Democratic parties. There has been nothing 
too low or too degraded for it to buy to promote* its ascendency. 
While by its printed profession of reform i^has deceived some 
of the better citizens of San Francisco, its working machine has 
been made up in the districts from the political dregs. Any in- 
dividual or faction that had become a stench in the nostrils of 
the regular organization was as attar of roses to this movement 
of hypocrisy. The cast-offs of the regular organization were 
given financial greeting and made district leaders by the new 
combination. Men who the regulars had always handled with 
tongs -were taken to tbe bosoms of the purityleague. In these dis- 
"reputable characters—disreputable politically, morally and in 
every other sense—the holier than thous found their affinity. 


In view of these putrid conditions the blatant boasts of the 


leaguers that they have carried California in the interest of good 
government and against the organization, are as ridiculous as 
they are false. One by one their boasts of victories in different 
sections of the State are unmasked by the official returns. The 
league has lost Humboldt, it is defeated in Los Angeles, it has been 
beaten in Sacramento and Stockton, it has not elected a delegate 
in Orange, Riverside o'r San Bernardino, it has elected a bare 
corporal's guard in Northern California and the coast counties 
recorded their opinion of this false alarm of politics in no uncer- 
tain manner. Stockton went on record as opposed to the hum- 
bug, and up and doAvai the State the defeat of the would-be party 
wreckers was complete. With each succeeding return from the 
interior the majority against them increases so that they will go 
into the State Con Action with an almost, if not quite, two to one 
majority against them. 


In San Francisco they apparently secured' a majority of tho 


delegates by printed subterfuge and a declaration of principles 
that they did not represent. By the votes of deluded citizens and 
the active work of hired heelers and district workers they effected 
this result here. 


As an evidence of the falsity of the protestations of reform 


made by this movement for political jobs, they are now claiming 
the Appointed delegation from Contra Costa. They have been 
bleating for open primaries for months past. They Avere given 
one in Contra Costa and beaten to a frazzle. They are now 
claiming that the delegation of eleven appointed by Senator 
Charles Belshaw and his associates of the local committee should 
be seated in the convention. They think that in this instance 
appointed delegates are all right and those selected at the polls 
by the.people are all wrong. 


The Lincoln-Roosevelt League having made the election of 


dc'legates-at-large to the National convention an issue by naming 
Governor James N. Gillett, George A. Knight, General M. H. de 
Young and General Harrison Gray Otis as the choice of the 
regular organization, and attacking them during the preliminary 
campaign, the regulars may accept the issue and elect the four 
gentlemen named. It is said that GoA'ernor Gillett has expressed 
himself as not wishing to go to the National convention and pre- 
ferring to remain in California after his recent extended visit to 
the Bast. The Governor may retire in favor of Superior Judge 
Harry Melvin of Oakland. 


The Republican electors throughout the State having, at the 


unofficial primary, declared Theodore Roosevelt their choice for 
President during the next four years, the California delegates to 
the National Convention will probably be pledged by the State 
Convention to vote for RooseA-elt. The vote of the people at the 
direct primary is regarded1 as an unqualified instruction for 
RooseA'elt with Taft for second choice. The outlook is for the 
fake reformers of the league being led a merry dance at Sacra- 
mento next week. 


The two surprises to the politicians in the recent San Fran- 


cisco primary wrere the defeat of the regular organization in the 
Thirty-eighth and Fortieth Assembly districts. The former was 
lost to the regulars by the small margin of one A^ote, the leaguers 


, getting five and the regulars two delegates. In the Fortieth the 


margin of defeat was abotit six votes. These two districts con- 
tain the residences of large numbers of Jewish citizens. As the 
Israelites have been the loudest in this acclaim against the finan- 
cial and commercial conditions that exist in this city, and haA^e 
forcefully alleged that the falling off in the volume of trade is 
due to the methods of the Spreckels-Roosevelt League political 
combination, it was thought they would vote against the league 
tickets. But they did not in any large numbers. They did not 
vote at all. The funeral of the eminent divine and Semitic 
scholar, Rabbi Jacob Voorsanger, was held on Tuesday and the 
Jewish citizens say that they regarded their religious dut^y as 
paramount to that of politics. They attended the funeral and 
did not go to the primary. 


The/Democrats went at each other's throats'in the usual 


entertaining f ashion at the primary of last Tuesday. The regu- 
lars were under the leadership of Gavin McNab as usual.i The 
opposition, calling themselves the San Francisco Democratic 
Club, were managed by Supervisor Ralph McLeran, Curtjp Hill- 
yer, a HCAV appointee to the Board of Health, and a few more of 
the latest job holders and those looking for places at the political 
pie counter. There was an indistinct rumor that Maximilian 
Popper was somewhere in the political gloaming, but it could' 
not be verified. It is undoubtedly disquieting to be a f t has-been,'' 
but to be in the "never was" class should develop acute pain in 
a sensitive nature like that-of the tourist politician. 


The primary uncovered the fact that the so-called "rat 


money/' which was supposed to have been expended for the sani- 
tation of the city, was largely used for the refomi officials of the 


Board of Health' in doing polities. It seems that it was votes and 
not rats that the Democratic reformers were after. But they 
met with their usual defeat, McNab getting forty-four of the 
sixty-five State delegates apportioned to San Francisco. He 
would have increased his majority had not the purifiers of muni- 
cipal politics put opposition Democratic ballots into the trem- 
bling hands of the registered inmates of the Ahnshouse and 
rounded them up at the polls for reform. 


A combination the anti-Democrats had with Michael Casey, 


president of the Board of Works, did not work with that degree 
of effectiveness that was expected. Casey had agreed to vote all 
the Union Labor men, who had registered prior to the law in 
requiring the elector to state his party affiliation, for the Demo- 
cratic club, but for some reason he failed to connect. 


District Attorney Langdon was quite active in behalf of the 


opposition to the regular Democratic ticket. The municipal 
automobile assigned to the use of the District Attorney honked 
through the Thirty-seventh Assembly district all day doing poli- 
tirs for Al McCabe, a deputy District Attorney, who, with the 
assistance of the city's chug-chug wagon, carried the district for 
the antis. 


Langdon, who seems to have assumed charge of the licensing 


of questionable saloons, was quite active among that element, and 
it is said, that his threats caused some of the proprietors to fall 
irto line with the Democratic reformers. A threat to take his 
license awav will make a reformer of even a dive-keeper and 
cause him to look favorably upon a primary ticket suggested by 
"Old Muley" or Beelzebul himself. In view of the measure of 
success worked with the "rat money" the Democratic reformers 
hope to be able to completely purify the municipal government 
b\ electing their own to office as soon as they shall have been 
given the $120,000 they have asked to conduct special prosecu- 
tions. 


Supervisors Murphy, McLeran and Johnson apparentlyre- 


gard themselves as superior to their fifteen associates on the 
Board, as they contributed' their names to a circular indorsing 
the opposition to the regular Democratic ticket. As Murphy is a 
phonograph for Phelan it would appear that Michael Feeny is 
stabbing both McNab and the regular Democratic organization 
in the back. A stealthy little cuss is this Jimmy Phelan.

All of Phelan's personal push got behind the rump opposi- 


tion worked up against McNab's organization by the job holders 
of the municipal administration. Among the workers against 
alleged bossism was Jfeolm Feehan, who used to take orders from 
Ruef. A lot of the old Schmitz-Ruef following, principally those 
getting official favors or having friends and relatives feeding at 
the public pie counter, were also valiently striving to "reform" 
the Democratic organization. 


Apparently the Spreckels-Phelan private prosecution set 


out to get control of both the party organizations, for the Bulle- 
tin, which is Phelan's mouthpiece, supported the kicking combi- 
nation, while the Call did what it could to help the thing along. 


The gang had plenty of money, too, which gives rise to the 


suspicion that the movement against McNab was financed out of 
the same pot as the graft prosecution and the Lincoln-Roosevelt 
League. This is only one of the many evidences that the Spreck- 
els Phelan crowd care little about party names and principles, 
but are bent upon getting full control of the political machinery. 
They wanted to get control of both parties because they realize 
that any Republican or Democratic ticket they nominate will be 
beaten if there is another party organization to oppose it. Which 
accounts for the efforts being made to depose P. H. McCarthy 
and give Casey, Gallagher, Cornelius et al control of the Union 
Labor organization. 


There is a vague rumor in commercial, political and social 


eivrks that Rudolph Spreckels has become sensitive—possibly 
unduly so. No one e^ er suspected Spreckels of being susceptible 
of any impressions other than those of hate, revenge and greed, 
but it is stated that Rudolph's feelings have been excited over 
the numerous suggestions by cartoon and type that his leg is 
being pulled by Gumshoe and Heney. Cartoons of the frenzied 
prosecutor sitting on the protuberant midriff of Spreckels are 
also resented by the latter as not comporting with his own con- 
ception of the 'Spreckels dignity. That Heney should use the 
Spree kels diaphragm for a throne while Gumshoe Bums labors 
lustily at his leg, is not regarded by Mr. Spreckels as having a 
tendency to inspire in the public mind a proper impression as to 


, his grandeur. It is related that both Heney and Gumshoe have 


sought to impress upon Spreckels an understanding that he must 
expect to be a martyr to the grand work he has undertaken. But 
even to the Spreckels mentality there are different grades of 
martyrs. He does not enjo}r the popular idea that Gumshoe is at 
work on his leg with a windlass or that Heney is posing grace- 
fully with his heel on the Spreckels solar plexus. 


Spreckels has become so keenly sensitive to these presenta- 


tions that he now, spends much time explaining that he is not the 
only man wholias had a leg pulled.- He tells those he meets that 
there are others who contributed to the graft prosecution fund. 
He mentions the names of Henry T. Scott, Raphael Weil], James 
D. Phelan, Jerry Lynch and others, who swallowed the purist 
pills thai were rolled by Older, Burns and Heney, and for which 
they paid liberally. The thought that Heney is making a throne 
chair of his capacious bowels while Burns is extending his money 
leg, is so distressing to Spreckels that he is endeavoring to divide 
the pain with his financial associates in reform, and intimates 
that their withers too have been wrung. The sympathy of the 
public should undoubtedly be extended to Spreckels, for it is no 
small or insignificant matter to have one's midriff converted into

ihe Lincoln-Roosevelt League is talking of "reorganiz- 


ing" in tMs city. I am told that this means that an effort to get 
a mirumtun of Rudolph Spreckels' personality and a maximum 
of his coin in the new movement for political jobs. Heretofore, 
it is reported', Spreckels was most generous with his personal 
attributes at his own valuation of them, but most niggardly with 
his coin. A reversal of this form is now desired'by the league, 
for they have ascertained that the name of'Spreckels is an in- 
cubus that no political movement can carry and be successful. 


In the recent primary election wherever the league ballot 


presented to a voter, the question:. "Is that a Spreckels ticket?" 
would be asked and the voter would' reject it if an affirmative 
answer followed. The league would not have carried a single 
Assembly district in San Francisco had it not been for fights for 
local control that existed in them. For example, in the Thirty- 
seventh, which is Postmaster Arthur Fisk's home district, he 
has some lieutenants that ore not popular with the "push" of 
that section and the latter undertook to put these lieutenants 
out of commission. The opposition was not unfriendly to the 
regular Republican organization, and some of its delegates will 
probably stand with the organization should their votes be 
needed, but they were determined to get on top themselves as 
factors in district politics. Fisk's lieutenants were so haughty 
that they refused to consider the opposition even to the extent of 
giving theii two of the nine district delegates. The other fac- 
tion, intent upon encompassing the defeat of the lieutenants, and 
particularly Assemblyman Jones, fused' with the Lincoln-Roose- 
velt League as the best way to accomplish this end. The leaguers 
were only too glad to concede two delegates in consideration of 
securing a band of active workers, and as a result the league 
carried the district by a margin of about fifty votes. A little 
diplomacy, or even practical politics, would have caused a re- 
versal of this result. 


In the Thirty-eighth a similar condition existed. Secretary 


Forbes of the County Committee was refused recognition by the 
regulars and in retaliation formed an alliance with the'league 
forces indorsing the district ticket of the latter as "regular" and' 
therebv securing a number of votes for it. This district was so 
close that it was lost by one vote and the leaguers being given, 
five of the seven delegates by the semi-official returns. 


The Thirty-seventh and Thirty-eighth Assembly districts 


constitute,Senator Eddy Wolfe's Senatorial district. Wolfe has 
been in the Legislature for twelve years, and during that time 
other ambitions have developed in the district. There are resi- 
dents of the district who would like to represent it in the Sen- 
ate, and these ambitious souls did all they could to secure the 
defeat of the regular ticket, thinking in that way to sidetrack 
Wolfe and make way for themselves. As Wolfe had1 been in- 
©rsed early in the campaign as the choice of the regulars for the 
Senate, his candidacy was made an issue at the primary and the 
regulars given the benefit at the polls of such opposition to him 
as existed in the district.

ever seen a bookworm that is a real 
bookworm of the six-legged variety. 


In fact, thelj depredations In this coun- 


try were at one time so llttlo knoun that 
a Phllaae'pn|an,

nounced as a gieat curiosity that thero 
was one library in that city containing 
"a book perforated by this Insect ' Per- 
haps in time the PhiladelphiS gentlemon 
arrived with customary Quaker City dc- 
llberateness at tho knowledge that there 
are many books all over this country 
which have been eaten by bookworms 


Whot ia more there are plenty of them 


still being eaten. 
The writer rooontly 


unpacked some books that had been i,ox- 
ed for several years and found one leath- 
er covered volume perforated with sev- 
eral very pretty designs 


The worm was not to be found, how- 


ever. It rarely is Many librarians nnve 
discovered the winding holes by which 
the Insects burrow into the book 
but 


the Insect Itself mysteriouslv disappears 


The Hsv J F X O'Concr, forrnorlf 


ucrarian of Geoigotown College and af- 
terwards of St Francis Xailer in thla 
city, would seem to have met peruonallv 
as many of this kind of bookworm as 
anybody has He found seventy-two spec- 
imons In various libraries, most of them 
alive and at woik eating good books 
He says a bookworm la not a worm at 


all, 
but the larva of certain Insects of 


tho order of sheath winged beetles Ilo 
found In books seven different vaiieties 
of these larvae or of the full grown bee- 
tles 
The most voracious of thorn all 


was about an eighth of an inch long, "a 
sott, white, 
six-legged 
worm covered 
with bristles" 


Of the full grown beetle of this samo 


variety, Sltodrepa 
panicea 
he found 


twenty specimens. It is \ery small and 
brown In color. Another worm with a 
black head is quite common 
But no 


matte" what the shape or color, their 
appetite for books seems to be about 
the same 


If a person has never Been a worm 


eaten book he will be amazed at the ab- 
solute ruin which these little inscest 
working quite unsuspected, can create 
Of course the books which have suffered 
most are the oldest books, those Indeed 
which we can least affoid to lose 


There are two reasons why these old 


volumes have been most ravaged 
In 


the first place they are less frequently 
handled 
Many of them were either lost 


or did not receive a thought for scores 
Nobod} touched them 
Nobody except 


the burrowing bookworms 
There Is-a 
story told bv many authorities of a book- 
worm having 
eaten 
straight through 
twentv-seven volumes of old books as 
they dtood side try side on the shelf, so 
that if a string were threaded through 
the hole the entire twenty-seven volumes 
could be lifted at on.ce. 


However big a story that mav be, It 


is true, as any library containing old 
books can show, that the treasures of 
early printing were ofteri riddled by the 
browsing o£ the bookworms 
For one 


thing, the old paper ,was more appetiz- 
ing that modern paper 
For quite a 


while it was though! that bookworms; 


would not touch modern paper because 
o£ the clay, tho bleaches, the plaster of 
narJs and other adulterants used In tho 
manufacture 


Father O Connor declares that he found 


bookworms feasting upon some recent 
\ olumes of a New York newspaper That 
Is not so remarkable as the reverend 
gentleman seems to think. 
The paper 


in question may ha\e been made of 
•nood pulp, which would have suited the 
bookworm absolutely. 


They are vegetarians by choice 
The 


probability, however, is that It was rag 
paper 
He found other worms at work 


on bound 
volumes 
of 
the Scientific 


American of 1S73 and 1875. Other book* 
of comparatively recent date hav» suf- 
fered so it appears that the bookworm 
is not particular about his diet. 


Various methods of discouraging his 


depredations have been suggested. Book- 
binders advise pblsoning the paste used. 
But even corrosive sublimate has been 
used in this way without having an ef- 
fect on the bookworm. 


One authority says to rub th» books 


three times a year, In March, July and 
September, with a mixture of powdered 
alum and pepper on a piece of woolen 
cloth 
This sounds as If It would talto1 


away the appetite of even the most vo-l 
raclous worm, but Father O'Connor In-! 
dines to the belief that It Is the rubbing! 
more than the pepper and alum which 
ls_ effectual. 
He says: 


"Let the librarian twlo« or thrioe a 


year overhaul the library, dusting each I 
separate book with a cloth Wipe rather 
than dust

The entire pyramid was covered with delicious fruits artistically arranged 
to display the product* of the orchards of this State. 


The cake was made .of the richest ingredients, and was one of the meat

and were subjected to legislative ca- 
price of Great Britain. I need not tellr 
you that their petitions for redress ot 
grievances were rejected; that soldiery 
were quartered on them, in times o£ 
peace; 
that they were unreasonably' 


taxed without- any voice or represen- 
tation in tho making of laws.' I need 
not conjure up in your minds the many, 
acts of tyranny which led 
the 
col- 


onists to Koparale from

country and declare themselves

and Independent.

Final View of Fleet 


<*^*OOD BYE everybody, good bye."

Leaning on his crutches on the 


platform or his private car on the Oak- 
land pier, with tears In hlg eyes ana hat 
In hand. Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans 
last night said farewell to the 
Pacific 


Coast and farewell to the great white 
ships of war which lay In the bay. 


Despite the fact that the exact time of 


his departure from San Francisco had 
not been publicly announced, , the 
ferry 


boat on which he was carried was crowd- 
ed to the guards by eager onlookers who 
desired to get a last glimpse at "Fighting 
Bob." 


As the boat cleared the slip and slowly 


steamed Into the bay, Admiral Svans took 
one last fond look at his great fleet. 
Tears welled up in his eyes as he gazed 
over the water, but with a settling of his 
sturdy Jaw, with the greatest difficulty 
he kept from breaking down completely. 
Turning from the sight, he fastened his 
eyes to the north and bravely checked hi» 
feelings. 


"No words can express my goodbye to 


San Francisco," he said, as the ferryboat 
left the slip In the city. 


AB It neared the Oakland pier, the Ad- 


miral was requested to take a last view 
of the fleet, but with a shake of his 
head, he replied: 


"I guess I've seen enough of them.__l 


don't want to break down." 


A short time later, the warships passed 


from view. 


Though wan and pale from his illness, 


Admiral Evans displayed great strength 
and laughed and Joked a short way over. 
Noting a photographer who was taking a 
number of pictures of him, the Admiral 
laughingly said: 


"If I couldn't shoot you better than 


that I'd quit." 


Just as the ferryboat was docking In 


the Oakland slip, tho throng broke out 
into a tumultuous farewell 
cheer and 


shouts of "Good-bye Bob" filled the aJn. 
Admiral Evans acknowledged each out- 
burst by lifting -his hat. 
As he boarded 


his car, the crowd again 
cheered and 


again removing his hat, the admiral paid 
his Iftat farewell. 


As a retiring naval officer, 
Admiral 


Evans leaves the service of hjs country 
surrounded 
by 
circumstances 
which 


have probably never before been known 
in the history of the American navy. 
As tke old veteran was carried on his way 
to his train he looked upon his first and 
last command 
Swinging peacefully at 


anchor beside the big fleet lay the gun- 
boat York town. It was upon this ooat 
that Admiral Evans flrst raised his flag 
as a naval commander. A short distance 
away, lay the great 
Connecticut 
from 


whose masts, the admiral's flag had flown 
as he guided the battleship fleet on their 
memorable Journey. 


"There is the Torktown, my first flag- 


ship and there la the Connecticut my 
last," he said, as these two ships were 
passed.

to the Catholic church, about 
eight years ago, he was a minister of 
the Episcopal church.

ib Evans* Last Triumph. 


The relinciuishment of.his command ef the American fleet by 
liral Robley D. Evans is a pathetic incident 
that symbolizes 


chief"evects of our national progress during the past forty- 


H years, the period covering the Civil War, Reconstruction and 


•cuniting of the nation in a closer and more fraternal bond 


r union than ever existed prior to this time. 


\t the outbreak of the Civil War Admiral Evans was a cadet 


at Annapolis. He was born in Virginia of Revolutionary southern 
stock. His fa-nily ardently sympathized with the South, but Evans 
jjemained with the colons of the Union. When a mere lad he dis- 
tfciguished himself by personal bravery, fighting against a peo- 
ple close to him in ties of blood and affection, and at Fort Fisher 
deceived a wound that has harassed and afflicted him all his life. 
ILiv ng reached the highest command in the navy he retires from 
tl.e service at the close of the most memorable voyage of a great 
'ileet in the history of the world, honored and applauded by his 
countrymen of every State. If the affectionate wish of a nation 
could cure him he would tomorrow be the stout, hearty sea dog 
'of yore, fearing no foe and loyal to the core. 


He has seen the country torn in twain, seen it reunited by 


force, and has survived as the chief commander of the navy to see 
'the passions and enmities which once divided the American peo- 
•ple sunk in a renewed and purified devotion to the Union. 
He 


has lived to see himself vindicated in the eyes of the people of his 
native State and honored by the whole nation. 


Looking on the days of his youth when he was confronted 


with the stern alternative of being" false to his oath and his flag 
or meeting as foemen his kindred and childhood friends, he can 
feel a deep satisfaction in the sense of a duty -well performed and 
a choice that has justified itself and borne at last the ripe fruit of 
peace, prosperity and brotherly love. 


He has assisted in cutting with the sword out of the body 


politic the cause of "irresponsible conflict." He has led the sons 
of men"\vho fell on opposite sides during the Civil War, fighting 
shotlder to shoulder against a foreign foe. He has seen Union 
and Confederate veterans, men gaunt, gray and bent, marching 
together in fraternal comradeship to do honor to the old flag 
and the men who fought under it. 
Ere he laid down his sword 


he saw the heroism displayed by both armies in that terrible strug- 
gle which gave the true metal in him its sternest test, made the 
com-non heritage of a free and united people, and 
the 
batttfe j 


grounds of that bloody conflict dedicated as sacred memorials to 
national greatness and a common pride and sorrow. 


And at the last roll call he will doubtless be prepared to say 


as he always has done, "Here and ready for duty." His span of 
vears is running low, but his setting sun rests on a record that 
teaches the lesson of heroic devotion to duty and reverence for 
the flag and what it idealizes and symbolizes. 


Oakland's Fleet Day. 


Oakland has had its.fleet day. And what a glorious demonstration 


it made of it! No city on the California coast which the fleet has visited 
has surpassed, if it has equaled it. Never was there an occasion in 
which Oakland was concerned wherein such a display of patriotism and 
popular enthusiasm was made. Never has Oakland harbored as many 
oeople as it did yesterday. This is true, without excepting those stren- 
uous days in its experience when it was suddenly'called upon to furnish 
an asylum for two-thirds of the population of the metropolis whose 
homes had been destroyed by a dual calamity occasioned by a seismic dis- 
turbance and a conflagration, unprecedented in history, which followed. 
Never has- it witnessed so big and so imposing and impressive a public 
parade on its streets. 


Something in the demonstration made war unquestionably due to 


the fact that Oakland is the home city of the Secretary of the navy, who 
was largely instrumental in making possible the long cruise of the 
Atlantic battleship fleet to the Pacific coast There was a joint recog- 
nition of this fact by the fleet and the people in the demonstration. The 
officers of the great fleet now anchored in the bay vied with the public 
in making the demonstration what it was and between them they suc- 
ceeded beyond the most sanguine expectation. 
But the work of the 


local fleet committee in charge of Oakland's fleet day should not be 
overlooked. No body eyer organized for a similar purpose worked with 
such zeal, fidelity and personal self-sacrifice to make the demonstration 
a complete success and no committee ever achieved a more perfect 
triumph. It is due to the preparatory efforts of this committee that 
every feature provided for the parade and the entertainment of the 
officers and crews of the combined Atlantic and Pacific fleets was carried 
out without a hitch from start to finish. The day has passed into history 
as one of the most memorable naval, military and ctvic events on the 
Pacific Coast, and Oakland is justly proud of what the committee did 
and the vast multitude of spectators which witnessed It—tens of 
thousands of whom were visitors—thoroughly appreciated and 
heartily enjoyed.

It carried with it the other 
suggestion that is quite as essential, if not more so, that a big and 
powerful battleship fleet must be maintained by the United States 
in the Pacific ocean, which is now the theater of commercial de- 
velcpment, to maintain American supremacy thereon, inasmuch 
as the United States has a vastly longer seaboard fronting upon 
it -which cannot be efficiently defended by any other agency than 
the navy, and for the protection and encouragement of the devel- 
opment of American commerce with the Orient, the bulk of which 
is the rightful inheritance of the United States by virtue of i^s 
'commanding position. 


Wihen we consider the defenseless condition of the

Coast and its great maritime ports, as described on a previous

1S64. in bitter 
cold weather. The men were thirsty and 
hungry, having been without food for over

lare Mfs Beldl and Kltzlng, both of 
hld||ar« early varieties and promise 


exceedingly heavy yields. In fact, these 
two varieties are beginning to ripen 
now."

A lock of discrimina- 
tion and crudity of conception, combinod't 
with an intolerance of spirit and a. typical' 
dime novel style, rob the book of what- 
ever original force and truth It may have 
possessed.

gins It and takes on Interest in it 
It 
mean* ten or fifteen minutes a day, or 
more perhaps, beneath the sky, and ten

It means healthful exercise, acquaintance 
with nature, a broader glimpse of na- 
ture's methods and a deeper appreciation

After the benefits of having a garden 
are described, the necessity of planning -" 
even a small one Is dwept upon, with 
minute directions how best this can be 
done.
